The President, it is declared, finds wholly 
against Schley on the most important 
movement of the battle, the loop.

The testimony given by the offi- 
cers of the Brooklyn on this matter was 
that just before it was executed Yeoman 
Ellis, the man who was killed after the 
completion of the loop and who was then 
handling the stadimeter, gave the range to 
Lieut. Sears as 900 yards; that Mr. Sears 
thereupon informed Commodore Schley of 
their proximity to the Spaniards, and said 
that he thought they were getting pretty 
close; that Commodore Schley took an ob- 
servation, confirmed Mr. Sears’s report, and 
then directed Capt. Cook to put his helm 
hard aport; that Cook replied that he had 
already put it hard ,aport, and that the 
ship then swung around in her turning 
circle, or ‘‘on her heel,” as one officer de- 
scribed it. 

It is said that the President was in- 
fluenced in his decision upon this point by 
the fact that Commander Wainwright, with 
the Gloucester, went directly at the enemy’s 
torpedo boats, instead o1 steering a_parallel 
course with the enemy, as the Brooklyn 
and Oregon did. This report makes the 
President condemn Schley by inference as 
having executed the loop because of 
timidity. 

Earlier reports were to the effect that the 
President would hold that the loop, though 
a serious blunder, had no injurious effect 
upon the battle and can therefore be over- 
looked, and that Schley displayed great 
personal bravery under fire, like the other 
officers concerned in the making of the 
loop. This report is still affirmed to be 
true by persons who discredit the later and 
more generally credited story.

WANT THE TEA TAX REMOVED. 


Merchants and Importers Flooding 
the Senate with Repeal Arguments.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The tea men, 
although they have no reason to anticipate 
objection in the Senate to the repeal of the 
tax on tea, are not assuming that it will 


be safe to let the Senate be without infor-

grams from wholesale grocers, retail gro- 
cers, importers, and consumers of tea have 
been sent in great numbers to the Senate 
for the purpose of showing that the de- 
mand for the repeal of the tax is general 
all over the country. 
| “The offer of leading retail merchants to 
sell tea on and after the repeal of the tax 
at a reduction of at least 10 cents a pound 
has had much weight with leading Sena- 
tors. The facts presented to Congress thus 
far show that fully 99 per cent. of all 
wholesale and retail grocers and importers 
of tea favor the repeal of this war tax.

Ex-Deputy Commissioner of Police Will- 
iam S. Devery and one John J. Byrne, who 
is said to be related to Devery, attended 
the auction sale of properties belonging to 
the estate of Josephine L. Peyton in the 
New York Real Estate Salesroom yester- 
day afternoon, and before they left Byrne 
had been the successful bidder for twelve 
parcels, the prices of which amounted to 
$377,800. 

Just before he Ieft the auction room Mr. 
Devery was asked whether it was a fact 
that he was the real purchaser of the prop- 
erties which had been struck down to 
Byrne. He said that it was not. Byrne, 
who was standing at Devery’s side, said 
in reply to a question that he had not 
bought as the latter’s representative. 
‘“‘“Whom do you represent?’’ was 
whereupon Byrne simply smiled and an- 
swered: ‘* Myself.”’ 

To those who had watched the course of 
events during the afternoon these denials, 
while by some hair-splitting process they 
may be correct, carried little weight. It 
said that Byrne and Devery have operated 
jointly in real estate heretofore, and with 
Devery’s retirement from the Police De- 
partment it is believed that they intend to 
take up the matter on a somewhat larger 
scale. In any event, Devery has not been 
a frequenter of the real estate auction 
room, and the latter place has no attrac- 
tions in the shape of mural decorations or 
health-laden atmosphere that would hold 
him an interested spectator of four and 
one-half hours selling in a single afternoon, 
There are those, moreover, who witnessed 
the closing of the various purchases in

There, after Devery had poised his mighty 
frame,.a on a tall stool, with Byrne stand- 
ing directly in front of him, in full view 
of the auctioneer, but out of range so far 
as much of the crowd was concerned, they 
continued their buying.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 18.—In 
nicipal election here to-day the Repub- 
lican Administration forces won prac- 
tically a sweeping victory. The election 
was for a City Solicitor, six City Magis- 
trates, City Councilmen, and School Direc- 
tors.

Marcont telegraph operator on the Kaisey 
Wilhelm der Grosse, to talk to the Kron, 
prinz Wilhelm when the two steamships 
pass each other in midocean, Kroncke has 
received instructions from William Walter 
Bradfield, Marconi's chief electrician in the 
United States, to tell the operator on the 
Kronprinz Wilhelm to communicate with 
the Etruria, which is lying at her pler at 
the foot of West Eleventh Street. As the 
Kronprinz is not due until Saturday, and 
the Etruria is booked to sail on the same 
day, the Kronprinz may not reach New 
York until the Etruria has sailed, but if 
she does, Operator Allen of the Btruria 
will receive the messages and reply to the 
Prince on board the Kronprinz Wilhelm.

Good-bye all.” 

Mr. Bradfield answered good-bye, and@d 
then called up Operator Felitz on the im- 
perial yacht Hohenzollern. 

“ Will you be on board at 11 o’clock to- 
morrow morning? I wish to come on board 
and bring some friends.” 

““Yes,"’ came the reply from Felitz, “I 
will be very glad to receive you and your 
friends.”’ 

Mr. Bradfield leaves to-night for the Nan- 
tucket station, where he will arrange mat- 
ters for the receiving of messages from 


the Kronprinz on her arrivay. 

At the North German Lloyd pier in Ho- 
broken anything was bustle and hurry on 
board the Hohenzollern, because of the ef- 
forts to make the yacht ready for the 
Prince upon his arrival, despite the delay 
caused by the storm on Monday. Early in 
the morning the crew went to shoveling the 
snow from her decks—a novel job, for never 
before had she been covered with snow, 
Next a double gang of painters, gilders, 
and varnishers was put at work to make up 
for lost time. 

The sailors are busy removing the canvag 
coverings which protected the fine finish- 
ings of the Hohenzollern during her ocean 
voyage, and it is now thought that the 
yacht will be taken to the West Thirty- 
fourth Street pier on Friday. Admiral von 
Baudissin is expected to return from Phila- 
delphia this morning, and all will be in 
readiness for the Prince, even in case of an 
aeUey fast trip of the Kronprinz Wil- 

elm. 

For the first time since the arrival of the 
Hohenzollern there was no sign of a sight- 
seeing crowd around her Hoboken pier yese 
terday. The officers of the yacht will be 
the guests of the Siegel-Cooper Company 
to-day, and will inspect the department 
store, afterward being entertained by the 
officers of the. company. 

The North German Lloyd liner Kaiserin 
Maria Theresia, which arrived yesterday 
from Bremen, docked at the same pier ag 
the Hohenzollern. Among the passengers 
were some returning Americans, who before 
leaving the dock took a look over the 
yacht. They were not allowed to go below 
decks, and one of them remarked that dur- 
ing his rambles through Germany he never 
got near royalty, and that he had to come 
home even to see a King’s private yacht 
from the outside. 

From Feb. 27 until March 6 the Hohen< 
zollern will be open for public inspection, 
the Prince being absent on his American 
tour between those dates. Tickets for such 
inspection will have to be obtained from 
Karl Buenz, the German Consul General.

CUTTING IN HIGH WINES. 


Independent and Trust Concerns in 
Indiana Indulge in a Rate War. 
Special to The New York Times. 
TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Feb, 18.—The re- 
duction in the price of high wines simply 
means thatthe cutting of prices no 
longer under cover, but for the open mar- 
ket at $1.28. When the price cutting began 
two weeks ago from $1.31 prices were 

quoted to customers secretly. 

It is the first serious conflict over prices 
in two years, and neither the trust nor the 
independent people can predict the out- 
come. The Merchants’ Distillery here, now 
running at a daily capacity of 27,000 gal- 
lons, is the largest independent house in 
the country. The Majestic, the trust house, 
is running at 5,000 bushels, or 25,000 gal- 


lons, and the two have one-sixth of the 
total output of both trust and independent 
houses, 

One story of the situation is that the in- 
dependent houses are at war among them- 
selves, and that it.is their cutting of prices 
which has brought on the general reduc- 
tion. The output of indepentent houses is 
now greater than since the first days of 
the original whisky trust.

Ah Fee 
fell dead, pierced through the heart. 

Five Chinamen were arrested. Mock 
Duck was among them. He was indicted 
with the other four by the Grand Jury, but 
was released on bail. Tom Lee, the “ good 
Chinaman,” learned that Mock Duck had 
fled to Buffalo. He had him shadowed 
and gave information which led to his ar- 
rest. For this Tom Lee has had paper 
thrown in his face, and believes that there 
have been two attempts made to assassin- 
ate him. These were frustrated by the 
timely appearance of a policeman. 

The accused Chinaman is well supplied 
with funds and attorneys by his brothers. 
There was an array of counsel when he ap- 
peared for trial yesterday before Judge 
Lyon. Abraham Levy, Frank Moss, George 
W. Glaze, and Stephen B. Brague were 
present to defend Mock Duck. 


SAVED BY SUSPENDER BUCKLE. 


Device Stopped Three Bullets Fired at 
Owner by Jealous Rival. 


Salvatore Carricato, an eighteen-year-old 
Italian, of 41 Maspeth Avenue, and Alfred 
De Chico, eighteen years old, of 12 Have- 
meyer Street, Willlamsburg, have been 
rivals in love, and Carricato was the loser.

“The bill is not an attack upon individ- 


| uals, but rather upon the system, and has 


resulted from a desire to prevent in the fu- 
ture what has occurred in the past and to 
permit intelligent, prudent, and careful 


oversight by a commission that can be held 
| absolutely responsible, that can enforce its

SAVINGS BY THE STATE. 
“That there remains, under existing law, 


something of the old system, something of 


a localized character in the administration 
of these institutions is apparent to any one 


| who may investigate them. 


‘** All of the economies that have resulted 
in recent years have been the result of in- 
vestigations, of insistence by the: Lunacy 
Commission and by the .Legislature, which 
has gradually taken away from the boards 
of managers the functions they theretofore 
possessed, and scarcely one of them has 
ever emanated from such a board. 

“What feature of administration 
threatened by this act? Are the insane to 
be any less certain of inspection, and is 
the protection of their rights endangered 
under this proposed law? Will the in- 
creased power lodged in the Lunacy Com- 
mission operate to the disadvantage of the 


system? I believe that the answer to these 
queries should be in the negative for the 
following reasons, and my _ conclusions 
have been arrived at only after a careful 
study of existing conditions, of the recom- 
mendations of my predecessors, of what 
has occurred in other States, and of the re- 
sults accomplished in our own Common- 
wealth, by depriving the local boards of 
managers of the powers they formerly pos- 
sessed. But it is a fact that all of the 
scandals and all of the extravagance w 

have marked the administration of this 
branch of the State Government have re- 
sulted from the administration by local 
boards, while on the contrary no Governor, 
no matter what his political affiliations 
may have been, has sought to build up at 
the expense of the State charitable institu- 
tions a personal or political following. 


CHARGES OF EXTRAVAGANCE. 


**Gov. Cleveland, speaking of the local 
Boards of Trustees, says: ‘The. local 
Boards of Trustees gratuitously performed 
the duties they have assumed, and while 
not unfaithful, can hardly be expected to 


devote time very constantly to the details 
of management. They very naturally gain 
much of their information from the state- 
ment of the Superintendent in charge. 
* * * I cannot but believe that much 
that is defective and expensive in the pres- 
ent management of these institutions is at- 
tributable to the divided responsibility and 
consequently loose and unbusinesslike 


methods,’ 

“Gov. Flower says: ‘The trouble with 
the old system has been that the local 
managers have been inclined to leave re- 
sponsibilities of this sort to the officers of 
the institutions, and by reason of this neg- 
lect grave abuses and scandals have oc- 
curred. There is no guarantee that this 
might not occur in the future. Where re- 
sponsibility is diffused, the risk of neglect 
~—of maladministration—is greater.’ 

“Gov. Hill says, sneaking of the State 
Board of Charities: ‘This is an appropriate 
time for the adoption of a new system. The 
expenses of our charitable institutions are 
annually increasing with astounding rap- 
idity, and these institutions need the con- 
stant watchful care of an alert and ener- 
getic official whose time and talents can 
be devoted wholly to the State.’ 

“Gov. Black says: ‘A pauper is not, be- 
cause of his insanity, entitled to extrava- 
gant fare or gorgeous surroundings. The 
large majority of farmers and mechanics 
live in the humblest way and contribute by 
tax to the support of the State institutions. 
Justice to them will not permit, and hu- 
manity to the insane does not require, that 
lavish and ill-considered outlay which char- 
acterizes the quarters holding some of the 
State's insane.’ 


COSTLY QUARTERS FOR THE INSANE. 


“There can be no stronger arraignment 
than that of Mr. Apgar, who in 1879 report- 
ed that the per capita cost for construction 
of the bare buildings at the Hudson River 
Hospital was $3,324, against an average per 
capita cost for private dwellings in Dutch- 
ess County of $396.92; that the per capita 


cost of the buildings at the Middletown 
Hospital was $2,180. while the per capita 
cost of private dwellings in Orange County 
was $377.90. Notwithstanding this arraign- 
ment, it was subsequent to this time that 
the expensive buildings of the St. Lawrence 
Hospital were erected, which cost some- 
thing like $1,410 per capita. and the build- 
ings of the Buffalo Hospital, which cost 
$1,256 per capita. A comparison with pri- 
vate dwellings in the Counties of Erie and 
St. Lawrence would undoubtedly show the 
same startling disparity. Mr. Apgar then 
adds: ‘To appreciate the stupendous folly 
of the expenditure of public money it may 
be mentioned that the cost of the then most 
expensive hotels in America would probably 
not exceed $1,500 a guest.’ 

“This same investigation showed that 
Superintendents were receiving salaries 
from $10,219 down to $7,978, with substan- 
tially everything provided except clothing, 
while the tenure of office was certain, 

“After returning from the investigation 
of the institution last Summer the State 
architect was requested to furnish a de- 
tailed report concerning space in the State 
hospitals which could be utilized for dor- 
mitories. and he reported that something 
like 1,300 patients could be provided for if 
the present quarters were more systemat- 
ically arranged and less space given to the 
officials of the institution. This when can- 
italized means at present an expenditure of 
$600,000 of the State’s money for the énter- 
tainment of their employes. 


RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION. 


** Let us see some of the practical results 
which have followed these numerous in- 
vestigations that I have recited. In the 
first place, subsequent to 1800 the per cap- 
ita cost of construction has been reduced 


to $500; that of itself has saved thousands of 
dollars to the State. The cost of main- 
tenance at the Utica Asylum in 1889 was- 
$5.03; in 1901, $8 per week. At the Hudson 
River Hospital in 1889, $5.28: in 1890, $5.58; 
in 1901, $3.48. At the Buffalo Hospital in 
1890, $4.72, and in 1901, $3.08. At the Mid- 
dletown Hospital in 1890. $6.03. and in 1901, 
$3.39. For Rochester in 1892, $4.29; in 1901, 
$3.89. At the St. Lawrence Hospital, $5.20 
in 1893, $3.31 in 1901, 

‘*“Now what does the present bill pro- 
pose to do to correct this condition? It 
proposes to substitute for a triple manage- 
ment one having absolute and entire con- 
trol. Under that plan absoiute responsi- 
bility can be placed upon the Superintend- 
ent of each Institution, rendering any eva- 
sion by him impossible. Acting for the Gov- 
ernor, is the Board of Visitors for each hos- 
pital, who gre charged with the duty of 
visiting their institutions once every month 
and reporting directly to the Governor and 
to the Commission in Lunacy, thus becom- 
ing, not only a medium for report to the 
Governor of the acts of the Superintend- 
ents and the condition of the hospitals, but 
also to act aS a check upon the Commis- 
sion in Lunacy that it may not transgress 
its powers and render inoperative the mahy 
wise provisions for the proper government 
of the hospitals for the insane. 

* Because of the facts above recited, as 
well as the knowledge that partial control 
by the Commission in Lunacy has already 
brought about a reduction in expenses, im- 
provement in administration, and a better- 
ment of the condition of the patients; be- 
cause, also, [ believe that the Governor 
should always be in touch with the various 
departments of the State, and be advised 
from time to time of their necessities and 
condition, and because I am convinced that 
improved administration can only come 
through centralized control and supervision, 
I believe this bill should become a law.”

CHARITIES BILL AGREED ON 


Another Meeting to be Held To-day to 
Discuss Proposed Legislation on 
Important Matters.

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 18.—Gov. Odell to- 
day conferred with the Republican Sen- 
ators and the Republican Assemblymen 
who are Chairmen of committees upon 
pending legislation. Lieut. Gov. Woodruff 
and Speaker Nixon also attended the con- 
ference. Frank Platt was in the city, but 
he was not invited to be present. 

In opening the conference, the Governor 
said it had been called for the purpose of 
getting the views of the leaders of the 
majority in the Legislature as to what 
action ought to be taken upon pending and 
suggested legislation. He suggested that 
the Canal bill, being the most important 
measure before the Legislature, might be 
discussed first. Senators Davis and Hill 
of Buffalo not having come into the room 
at this time, a motion was made that the 
discussion of the canal proposition be post- 
poned until these two Senators were pres- 
ent. 

The adyisability of introducing a bill to 
change the system of the administration of 
the State charities then was taken up, and 
was debated with such interest that it was 
not until after the conference had lasted 
for three hours that a decision was reached. 
It. was decided that a charities bill will 
be introduced and passed, and a commit- 
tee Was appointed to frame this bill. The

understood that those who opposed it are 
the same Senators and Asemblymen who 
were recorded against the Lunacy Dill, 
which became a law to-day. 

The conference to-night adjourned until 
to-morrow afternoon, when the Canal bill, 
the Mortgage Tax bill, and other impor- 
tant measures will be taken up for discus- 
sion. None of the members who partici- 
pated in the conference was disposed to 
talk about it, but Gov. Odell when seen 
gave information as to what was done 
without hesitancy. 

‘The sentiment in favor of the introduc- 
tion of a charities bill,’ said the Governor, 
‘““may be said to have been overwhelming. 
When the motion made by Senator Green 
was put by Senator Stranahan, who acted 
as Chairman for that purpose, there were 
only six votes against it. The men select- 
ed to compose the committee are men who 
were with me last Summer when I made 
my tour of inspection of the State institu- 
tions. They will not report back to the 
conference, but when they have decided 
upon a bill, it will be introduced in both 
branches. 

“As the conference to-day was not a 
caucus, its-action is not binding upon any- 
body. Those who do not agree with the 
conclusions reached are free to do as they 
please. There will be free discussion of 
the bill when it comes before the Senate 
and the Assembly, and hearings will be 
given to all those who desire to be heard 
tor or against the measure.” 

‘“‘Upon what lines will the bill be 
drawn?’ was asked, 

“That is for the committee to deéter- 
mine,”’ said Gov. Odell. 

‘Tt will be along the lines of the recom- 
mendations of your message, will it not?”’ 

“JT can’t say. The committee will do 
what it thinks proper. I took very little 
part in the discussion which was held to- 


day. 

It is regarded as certain that the Dill 
which will be drawn by the special com- 
mittee appointed for the purpose will do 
away with the local Boards of Managers, 
just as did the Lunacy bill. The only 
question of moment to be decided in con- 
nection with it is as to whether it shall 
provide for a reduction in the membership 
of the State Charities Board. The board at 
present consists of twelve members. It has 
been panpetes to reduce the number to 
five members and make them salaried offi- 
cers. 


GOVERNOR TO NAME JUDGES. 


Bill to Regulate Assignments for Su- 
preme Court Bench Passes Assembly. 
ALBANY, Feb. 18.—The Kelsey bill, reg- 

ulating the assignments of Justices of the 

Supreme Court, opened a sharp debate in 

the Assembly to-day. Mr. Fitzgerald de- 

clared that there were twenty Supreme 

Court Justices in Manhattan and 15,000 

causes on the calendar. In up-State dis- 

tricts the average was fifty causes on the 
calendar. Objection was made to the plan 
for payment of $20 a day to special Judges. 

“Unless a Judge is appointed by_his Ex- 
cellency the Governor he is not to receive 
a paltry $20 a day,’ said Mr. Fitzgerald. 
‘It is an insult to the men who sit upon 
the Supreme Court bench of this State. I 
resent the action of Gov. Odell in placing 
this matter on a money basis." 

Mr. Rogers defended the Governor, claim- 
ing that the eagerness of up-State Justices 
to serve in New York at additional com- 
pensation had induced the introduction of 
the measure. Assemblymen J. E. Smith 
and Duross attacked the bill, declaring, 
among other things, that it was unconsti- 
tutional. Mr. Daly offered an amendment 
striking out the $20 per diem clause of the 
bill. This was defeated by a viva voce vote. 
A call of the house was then ordered and 
the bill was passed—84 yeas to 42 nays. 


Commission on Crime Provided For. 


ALBANY, Feb. 18.—The appointment of a 
commission to inquire into the expediency 
of amending the statutes relating to the 
criminal procedure and the punishment of 
crime, and to suggest legislation thereon, is 


authorized by a bill introduced to-day by 
Assemblyman Rogers. The Governor is to 
appoint the commission, which is to con- 
sist of three District Attorneys, the Super- 
intendent of State Prisons, and the General 
Superintendent of the Elmira Reformatory. 
They are to examine into the system of 
criminal procedure in this and other States 
and to suggest such changes as they deem 
advisable in the statutes of the State. The 
commission's report is to be presented to 
the Legislature on or before Jan. 15, 1903 


Protection from Water Thievery. 

ALBANY, Feb. 18.—Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Whitman of New York appeared 
before the Assembly Codes Committee to- 
day and asked that it report favorably the 
hill of Mr. Seymour to amend the penal 
code in relation to unlawful interference 
with water meters, water service pipes ard 
their connections. In this connection he 
filed a memorandum stating that a great 
many instances of frauds perpetrated upon 
the city. in connection with water meters, 
had been discovered recently. It is esti- 
mated in the memorandum that by these 
frauds, which the bill proposes to remedy, 
fully $1,000,000 per annum is lost. This, if 
the penal code is amended as proposed, will 
be secured to the city. 


For Division of School Money. 

ALBANY, Feb. 18.—Senator Martin in- 
troduced in the Senate this morning a bill 
which provides that all legally incorpo- 
rated schools of New York City may col- 
lect from the Board of Education their 
share of the public school money, at the 
rate of $15 per annum for each pupil, pro- 
viding that the teachers employ in the 
said institution shall meet the approval of 
the Board of School Superintendents. The 
bill, according to Senator Martin, will per- 
mit parochial schools and sectarian schools 
by complying with the conditions required, 
to share in the school moneys, as certain 
schools of religious denominations now do. 


River Tunnel Bill Amended, 


ALBANY, Feb. 18.—The Pennsylvania 
Railroad's bill for tunnels under New York 
City was amended and advanced to third 
reading in the Senate this morning. The bill 
is amended to provide that the period of re- 
valuation shall not be more than twenty- 
five vears. The bill originally read *‘‘ shall 
not be less than twenty-five years,"’ and 
the insertion of the word “ more’’ makes 
the intention plainer, Senator’ Stranahan, 
the author, says. The bill is 
to provide that the compensation to be paid 
by the road to the city shall.be mentioned

ALLEGED AGREEMENT DENIED | 


Witness Declared He Had Made No 
Anti-Election Contract with Kings 
County Sheriff.

agreement with Sheriff Guden by which he 
was to receive from Guden all of the earn- 
ings of the Sheriff’s office above $12,000 a 
year was positive. Ail efforts of the coun- 
sel for the complainants to get him to make 
any admission as to the existence of any 
agreement whatsoever between him and 
Sheriff Guden ended in failure. 

The testimony which Col. Dady gave, 
however, was unfavorable to Guden. He 
did not attempt to defend the Sheriff for 
those admitted acts which have caused him 
to be so severely criticised. He said plainly 
that if he had known the character of 
Guden as revealed by the pending investi- 
gation he never would have consented to 
Guden'’s nomination. Guden’s ignorance, 
he said, was the only excuse that could be 
offered for the tactics which he had pur- 
sued to win favor with the Worth and 
Kissel factions. 

Mr. Shearn, the attorney for the com- 
plainants, tried to drag in the fact that 
Col. Dady had been indicted for conspiracy 
and felony, but Gov. Odell ruled out the 
questions which Mr. Shearn sought to put 
on this point. The only comment which 
Col. Dady made in response to the pointed 
questions of Mr. Shearn about the indict- 
ments against him was: “ It is easy enough 
to indict a man.” 

Col. Dady insisted that he had no hard 


feelings against Reiss or any of his po- 
litical opponents in Brooklyn. 

** You would have us believe, would you,” 
said Mr. Shearn, ‘‘that you are a man 
whose heart is overflowing with the milk 
of human kindness?” 

‘* Exactly,;’’ responded Dady. - ‘ That 
why I always win in Brooklyn.” 

Gov. Odell answered that he would 
serve his decision in the case until next 
Tuesday, sO as to give the attorneys tor 
Guden time to file their briefs. Col. Dady's 
virtual repudiation of Guden has heightened 
the impression here that Gov. Odell will 
remove Guden on the ground that he is 
shown by his own testimony to be morally 
unfit for the office. 

Col. Dady and his counsel reached the 
Governor's office at 11 o'clock. Col. Dady 
shook hands with the Governor. He was 
then sworn and took the witness chair. 
Sheriff Guden was represented, as at the 
former hearings, by Attorney Jere Wern- 
berg. The audience included Lieut. Gov. 
Woodruff, who has attended each of the

Q.—Was there any such agreement ever in your 
safe in your office in Brooklyn? A.—There was 
not. 

Mr. Shearn took up the cross-examination 
of the witness. He asked: ‘ You are the 
same Michael J. Dady who was indicted 
for. malfeasance in office in Brooklyn in 
1879?"' “I object,”” put in Mr. Wernberg. 
Gov. Odell then said: ‘If cannot permit 
this line of questioning. If Mr. Dady cares 
to explain this matter he may do so. I have 
not the right to compel him to answer.”’ 

The opposing counsel engaged in argu- 
ment on the matter, in which Mr. Shearn 
made direct charges against Col. Dady and 
his political record. Gov. Odell ruled out 
the questions, but left it optional with Col. 
Dady to answer. Col. Dady'’s reply was: 
**] will not answer. Twenty years ago is 
too long a time; too ojd."" The questioning 
then continued as follows: 

Mr. Shearn--Did you not state at the meet- 
ing that you would vouch for Guden? A.—I did 

Q.—Did you know him to be a man who would 
stop at nothing short of burglary, larceny, or 


murder? A.—I did not, 
Q.—Did you know that he was a man who 


would solicit campaign support and election 
funds under false pretenses? A.—I did not. 

Q.—If you had known these things, would you 
have had him nominated for Sheriff? A.—I 
would never under any circumstances have 
agreec to his nomination. 

The witness again denied that there was 
any agreement, written or otherwise, be- 
tween himself and Mr. Guden. He said 
that he had told Mr. Guden over the tele- 
phone that he had not made any promises 
relative to appointments until he (Dady) re- 
turned from Havana. 

Col. Dady testified that he thought Bert 
Reiss unworthy of belief, and added: ‘‘ No 
one believes him. I believe him a fool, but 
I can’t go out and lick him."’ The attorneys 
at this point decided that they had no fur- 
ther questions to ask Col. Dady, and the 
hearing ended. Gov. Odell, who had re- 
ceived Mr. Shearn's brief, asked the at- 
torneys for the Sheriff when they could 
hand in theirs. Mr. Wernberg thought that 
he should first receive a copy of Mr. 
Shearn’s brief, but the Governor thought 
this unnecessary. It finally was agreed 
that Attorneys Naylor and Wernberg 
should have unti' Tuesday of next week to 
prepare and file their papers. Gov. Odell, 
when asked if he had any opinions to ex- 

ress on the Sheriff's case, stated that he 

ad not even read the teorenony. He 
should wait for the briefs before taking the 
case under consideration.

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HOCKEY CLUB'S EASY WIN 


St. Nicholas Skating Club Defeated 
by 6 Goals to 0. 


ELLISON’S BRILLIANT WORK | 


An Uneven Game Sometimes Amateur- 
ish and Occasionally Quite Up to 
Championship Standards. 


The championship hockey match between 
the St. Nicholas Skating Club and the 
Hockey Club of New York, which was 
played last evening at the St. Nicholas 
Rink, resulted in a victory for the latter 
by a score of 6 goals to 0. This result was 
due as much to the excellent work of El- 
lison in goal as to the efforts of the for- 
ward line of the Hockey Club team. Over 
and over again the St. Nicholas attack 
rained shots in quick succession at their 
opponents’ goal, but the man before the 
net was equal to every emergency. 

The play was very uneven in character, 
being at times so loose as to be quite un- 
worthy of championship clubs and. again so 
clean and fast as to evoke round after 
round of applause. At all times, however, 
even when the body checking was fair and 
straightforward, there was altogether too 
much of it, the man being played instead 
of the puck on many occasions. 

Hockey Club secured the rubber from the 
face-off and went down the rink with a 
rush, the forwards doing such clever short 
passing that the St. Nicholas defense was 
all at sea. At close range, however, they 
failed to shoot with judgment, and the disc 
went back to the middle of the rink. Again 
Russell, De Cassanova, and Phillips came 
down, but this time the advance was made 
by yards, a succession of hacking, scrim- 
mages forcing the rubber to the mouth of 
the net, into which Ducette appeared to bat 
it. There was a short argument as to 
whether the New York representative had 
scored, but this was settled by Hayward, 
who gave it as his opinion that the puck 
had got by him. The first goal had. been 
obtained in two minutes, but the second 
was a little longer, and St. Nicholas held 
its own for the next four minutes through 
good work by Campbell at cover point and 
Hayward in goal, as well as Callender on 
the wing. But the New York forwards 
were not to be denied, and Phillips dodging 
through .centre, ended a clever run with a 


judicious pass to Ducette, who again drove 
the rubber between the posts. . < 

Then both teams fell off, and the game 
for the next five minutes degenerated into 
a slugging and charging match, which i 
continued to be until an accident cause 
the players to return to the cleaner and 
faster game. After Ayres had used ais 
weight on De Cassanova and Newbery had 
upset Stoddard, Campbell was sent into the 
side of the rink by a heavy check from 
Phillips. As Campbell went down, Russcll, 
unable to swerve, fell right over him, badly 
cutting his foot on Campbell's skate. The 
wound was serious enough to delay play for 
ten minutes, when Huntington came out in 
Russell's place. 

Once more the play became fast and 
scientific, and De Cassanova and Phillips 
did clever work for New York. Gordon 
sent In a hot shot at the other end, but 
Ellison was on the spot, and cleared with a 
high lift, which was stopped by Campbell. 
Ducette swooped down upon the Jatter be- 
fore he could get the rubber away, and, 
taking it from him, snapped it to Hunting- 
ton, who scored with a swift straight shct. 
From this point until the call of half time 
the hockey was of gilt-edged variety, Cal- 
lender and Stoddard at one end and Du- 
cette, De Cassanova, and Phillips at thes 
other, putting up a passing game which was 
a delight to witness. 

St. Nicholas came on to the ice for the 
second half, apparently not at all disheart- 
ened by the score of 3 to 0 against them, 
and commenced an onslaught on the New 
York goal, in which Belden and Stoddard 
were particularly conspicuous. Three times 
at least a less skillful coal keeper than 
Ellison must have been beaten» but the 
Hockey Club defense was splendid, and the 
boys in blue could not score. At last Hunt- 
ington got away from the side, and, dodg- 
ing Gordon and Campbell, sent tn a cross- 
lifting shot from _the right with such ter- 
rific force that Hayward had no chance 
to stop it. Stoddard retaliated with a run, 
which was one of the best of the evening, 
but, although he managed to go clear 
through the New York defense Ellison 
turned the hot shot, and again saved his 
charge. The puck went out to Belden, ‘who 
was dispossessed by Phillips, who passed 
to De Cassanova, who banged it into the 
net, incidentally upsetting Hayward in the 


bargain. 

Again the St. Nicholas’ forwards had their 
opponents’ goal in danger, Stoddard and 
Gordon sending in fast shots, which were 
stopped so cleverly that the spectators 
cheered Ellison on each occasion Belden 
then .vok a hand, and came through the 
centre beautifully, only to be checked by 
the goal keeper rushing out. Directly after- 
ward he ed from the right, but once 
more the attempt failed. 

Some more rough play for a minute re- 
sulted in Callender being laid out. At the 
resumption Belden ended another good run 
with a high, swift shot, which Ellison 
stopped as usual.

Shortly be- 
fore time, Phillips was knocked out in 
fiercely checking Belden, who received the 
charge as though he were a stone wall. The 
Stop was only for two minutes, when Phil- 
lips resumed and at once got into the 
game, making a good run, but shooting 
wide of the goal.

NEWSPAPER MAKERS MEET. 


Sixteenth Annual Convention of the 
American Publishers’ Association. 


The American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociation held the first day’s session of 
their sixteenth annual meeting at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria yesterday. The meeting 
opened: at 10 o'clock, and after a reecss 
lasted until 6 o'clock. About 100 publishers, 
representing newspapers from coast tu 
coast, were present. .The day’s businesn 
was entirely confined to a discussion of 
topics relative to the advertising depart- 
ments of newspapers. In all fourteen ques- 
tions were considered. 8. H. Kauffmann, 
the President of the association, presided. 

During the afternoon a question of much 
importance held the attention of the mem- 
bers for some time. It was in reference to 
the act of Postmaster General Payne in 
discriminating on second-class mail mat- 
ter in favor of legitimate mail of this kind. 
The Board of Directors offered a resolution, 
which was passed, and which read: 

“Resolved, That the American Newspa- 
per Publishers’ Association indorse the ac- 
tion of the Postmaster General of the 
United States in his efforts to confine sec- 
ond-class mail privileges to the publica- 
tions legitimately entitled to such privi- 
leges."’ 

The five years’ extension of agreement 
between the publishers and the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union and the Inter- 
national Printing Pressmen's Union was 
brought up by the Committee on Arbitra- 
tion. James M. Lynch, the President of 
the Typographical! Union, was present, and 
advocated its continuance. After some dis- 
cussion the question was left standing to 
be settled before the meeting finally ad- 
journs. 

To-day’s session will be given up to re- 
ports of the Special Standing Committee 
and its commissions for the past year and 
the discussion of the committee’s work.

STEEL TRUST STOCK. 


Talk of Converting the Preferred Into 
5 Per Cent. Bonds—Would Save 
$10,020,000 a Year. 

It is being urged by Interests connected 
with the United States Steel Corporation 
that it would be a wise plan for the com- 
pany to convert its preferred stock into 5 
per cent. bonds. George W. Perkins, Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the com- 
pany, and a member of the firm of J. Pler- 
pont Morgan & Co., said yesterday that 
while the plan was being talked of it was 

still in an embryonic stage. 

Mr. Perkins said that he himself thought 
the plan would be a good one for the stock- 
holders, and that of course the decision in 
the matter must ultimately rest with them. 
There is at present $510,000,000 preferred 
stock of the corporation, and on this sum 
three quarterly dividends of 1% per cent., 
or 7 per cent. per annum, have been paid. 

It is argued by those favoring the con- 
version that it would be worth while to 
exchange a 7 per cent. stock for a 5 per 
cent. bond, for the sake of the greater se- 
curity and the feeling that such a bond 
would gell as high as the stock. The 
schéme would advantage the company, be- 
cause a saving of 2 per cent. on the pre- 
ferred stock dividend would economize $10,- 
020,000 annually. This saving, it is said, 
might make it possible to pay 5 per cent. on 
the common stock, instead of 4 per cent. as 
now. On the other hand, it is argued 
against the plan that such a conversion 
might at some time imperil the standing of 
the company, since default of the bonds 
would be regarded as a far more serious 
thing than passing of the dividend on the 
preferred stock. 

It is believed that if the plan is carried 
through the new bond will be made a more 
complete lien upon the property than t’ 
preferred stock is at present. This would 
be necessary in order to compensate for 
the decreased interest charges. The bond- 
ed indebtedness of the corporation is at the 
present time $303,450,000 5 per cent. first 
mortgage bonds. The proposed lien would 
of course be only secondary. 

Checks amounting to $10,000,000 were 
mailed by J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. yes- 
terday to the members of the United States 
Steel Underwriting Syndicate. It was 
stated that the amount each member of the 
syndicate got was comparatively nel. 
some of the largest trust companies re- 
ceiving only $200,000 or $300,000. This for 
the reason that the demand for participa- 
tion in the syndicate was so great.

the other to be appointive; third, to per- 
mit the islands to send two or three Rep- 
resentatives to Washington. * * * 

To grant independence would, he thought, 
have the effect of consigning the 90 per 
cent. of uneducated people in the islands 
to the same servile position they held under 
Spanish rule. 

Gov. Taft thought there should be a 
declaration on the part of the United States 
of its intention to hold the islands in- 
definitely, with ‘the understanding that 
when they are suited for such a condition 
er may be given a quasi-independence. 
Such a pronouncement by this country 
would be welcomed by many, and wouid 
do much good. Many of the common peo- 
= do not, he said, know the difference 

tween independence and dependence, and 
many of the better informed have not fol- 
lowed the agitation for independence td its 
last analysis. 

Some of the agitators seem, he said, to 
count upon a protectorate by the United 
States. If the government of the islauds 
should now be turned over to the islanders 
themselves there would be nothing less 
than an absolute oligarchy, as they have 
no idea of civil government. * * * 

Proceeding, he said that his idea was 
to unite example and actual practice in 
the American control of the islands, and 
he believed that the result must be the 
uplifting and the education of the people 
to a point which would put them on a 
plane far above that which is at present 


- occupied. He believed that then they would 


find the association with the United States 
profitable and agreeable, that they would 
not want to sever the relationship, and 
that possibly the relationship might con- 
tinue perpetually.

THE DEMOCRATS AND THE “WAR 
TAXES.” 


It understood that the 
Democratic Party, as represented by its 
National Convention, now nearly two 
years in the past, is committed to the 
repeal of war taxes. That fact explains, 
though it does not justify, the unanimous 
vote in the House of Representatives for 
the Republican repeal bill. 

It is possible for some politicians to 
learn something in two years. The Dem- 
ocratic Party leaders in the House do 
not seem to have that capacity. If 
they had, it would have been plain to 
them that they were being used as cat’s- 
paws to pull the Republican chestnuts 
from the fire. The repeal of a lot of soé- 
called war taxes is, as an abstract propo- 
sition, one thing; their repeal in order to 
weaken the demand of the opposition 
for reduction in iniquitous tariff rates is 
quite another. It is true that the Demo- 
crats had advocated the repeal of the 
internal revenue taxes imposed at the 
time of the war. It is also true that the

The latter is broad and per- 
manent and in the tradition of the 
party from time immemorial. When it 
was evident that the former could not 
be adopted without definite and lasting 
injury to the latter, the latter should 
have been considered and the former de- 
ferred. Nor should it have been forgot- 
ten, as a matter of plain:party tactics, 
that there was a distinct issue between 
the parties as to the tariff, while there 
is none as to the internal revenue taxes.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— WILLIAM W. VAUGHAN, whose death 
we announce this morning, was a man of 
attainments far higher and more varied, 
and of a character far more remarkable, than 
any except a few of his many friends and 
almost innumerable acquaintances ever had 
opportunity or occasion to realize. His 
unpretentiousness was so complete, so nat- 
ural, so instinctive, that it escaped the no- 
tice of all to whom rare accident had not 
revealed its existence, and others, well con- 
tent with what they saw, as they had good 
reason to be, involuntarily assumed that 
there was no more to see. A giant physi- 
cally, and until very recently with health 
and strength proportionate to his stature, 
Mr. VAUGHAN’s gentleness of voice and 
manner caused even these outward dlis- 
tinctions to be soon forgotten by most of 
those who knew him, though chance had 
enabled some of them to realize his under- 
lying courage and the possibilities of his 
righteous indignation against any form of 
wrong ‘or injustice. He was a large man 
mentally as well as physically, knowing 
much and thinking much, but the fuil ex- 
tert of his information was revealed only 
to those who chanced to discuss with him 
many subjects. Others were more apt to 
regard him as something of a specialist in 
the single field where they happened to 
meet him. Some thought of him only as 
the particularly efficient stenographer of 
the First District Municipal Court, others as 
a lawyer whom it was jucicious to consult 
on difficult or delicate legal problems, and 
yet others-as a journalist whose reports of 
eases, long published in this paper, were 
models and marvels of lucidity and brevity, 
appreciated and praised by bench and bar 
alike Still more remote from the common 
view was he in the role of a lover and 
helper of his kind. Numberless young men 
have owed much to the counsel, the 
encouragement, and the active assistance 
in times of need of this big, gentle, kindly 
man whose modesty was so great that he 
was not famed even for modesty. He did 
in his long life an enormous amount of 
work, all good. If he had any faults only 
his enemies knew them—and he had no 
enemies, 


—lIncidental to the substitution of elec- 
tric for steam traction on the elevated 
roads, the Manhattan Company will have 
to buy, presumably, a considerable number 
of new cars, and certainly such of the old 
ones as remain in use must be subjected 
to alterations more or less extensive.

If the wooden shut- 
ters could be raised as high #8 the top of 
the sash, or were replaced by curtains 
movable entirely out of the way, the cars 
would be vastly more cheerful than they 
are now, and the standing passengers 
could beguile their weariness by reading 
their papers, which at present is always 
difficult and cn cloudy days almost impos- 
gible. Perhaps the blinds as now arranged 
serve in some degree to protect the seated 
passengers from falling giass in case of 
minor@iccidents, but that is an advantage 
of such infrequent utility, and so little ef- 
fectual, that it seems hardly worth attain- 
ing at the coat of constant inconvenience to 
unnumbered thousands. 

——By appealing to the " old soldiers ”’ to 
oppose the various veteran preference bills 
now pending in Congress the National Civil 
Service Reform League's committee does 
more credit to the hearts than to the heads 
of its members, and ignores widely known 
facts in & way which, considering that 
several of the committeemen are them- 
selves equipped with military records, is 
even more surprising than pathetic Of 
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course the arguments presented in the ap- 
peal are unanswerable—of course the estab- 
lishment of any preference at all, except, 
possibly, between veteran and non-veteran 
candidates of absolutely equal competency, 
is absolutely wrong in principle, because 
directly and strongly adverse to the at- 
tainment of real civil service reform; but 
regard for public interests—for any except 
their own private interests—was long ago 
eliminated from the minds of the army of 
pension hunters, and any expectation that 
they will oppose the extension of the pref- 
erenc® system, simply because it tends to 
the maladministration of municipal, State, 
or National functions, is doomed to disap- 
pointment. Soldiers’ homes are admirable 
institutions, and nobody begrudges the use 
of public money in supporting them, but to 
make this or that office, this or that de- 
partment a soldiers’ home is quite another 
matter, at once absurd and outrageous to 
all except the class that has contentedly 
subjected itself to the demoralizing influ- 
ence and domination of the pension attor- 
neys. But perhaps the committee of the 
Civil Service Reform League is not ap- 
pealing to this class—perhaps it looks for 
aid to that other army of veterans who 
have not made a profession, or, rather, a 
trade, out of the fact that they once served 
the country, who have not capitalized a re- 
mote display of patriotism, and who leave 
to other people the task of calling them 
‘old soldiers,’ instead of doing it them- 
selves. If that is the case, the appeal may 
accomplish something. Not much, how- 
ever, 1s likely to result from it. The vet- 
erans who are still patriotic disapprove of 
those who only were so, but all except a 
very few of them refrain from any open 
expression of their feeling, and practically 
none actively antagonizes the schemes of 
those who are rather weak and ignorant 
than unscrupulous. 


——As there have been no reports, or even 
rumors, that the health of Mrs. DEWEY 
was such as to excite grave apprehension, 
and a certain degree of—well, call it 
latitude, is allowed by commonly accepted 
conventions to those who find it necessary 
to decline invitations, and to explain the 
declinations, one can, perhaps, without im- 
propriety or heartlessness, raise the ques- 
tion whether the phrasing of the German 
Ambassador's telegram to Admiral Dewey 
—"* Will you dine with me on Feb. 28 at 7 
P, M., to have the honor to meet his Royal 
Highness Prince Henry of Prussia '’—may 
not possibly have had something to do with 
the tenor of the Admiral'’s reply. The pre- 
sumption is, of course, that the Ambassa- 
dor worded his dispatch according to the 
rules of the social game as played in Ger- 
many, and if that is the case, the excuse 
for criticising his formula is not very clear, 
but somehow his “to have the honor” 
grates just a little on the American ear— 
and Admiral Dewey's ears are American, 
both of them. Courtesy is courtesy the 
world over, and it would take evidence to 
remove our Occidental conviction that it 
either isn’t or oughtn’t to be the height of 
courtesy to ask a man of Admiral Dewey's 
eminence “to have the honor” of meeting 
Prince HENRY of Prussia or anybody else. 
Had the Admiral accepted an invitation 
simply ‘‘to meet”’ this estimable brother 
of a very important man, he doubtless 
would have called the opportunity both an 
honor and a pleasure. Moving in that di- 
rection the words would have been all right 
—they would have been courteous as cour- 
tesy is understood and practiced in all 
lands by people of good manners. And 
come to think of it, would Prince Henry, 
as host, ask Admiral Dewey to have the 
honor to dine with him? Possibly, in Prus- 
sia, but we are.reluctant to believe it, de- 
spite all the queer stories we have heard 
from Germans not Prussians about the pe- 
culiarities of that part of the German Em- 
pire. This disquisition is entirely aca- 
demic. As a matter of fact we are confi- 
dent that the Admiral’s excuse for declin- 
ing the Ambassador's invitation was sin- 
cere—quite confident, that is.

THE REFORM MAYORS. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Before election the candidates for office 
promise the people any old thing, but after 
they almost invariably take it easy, and 
are wined and dined by the hungry horde 
of office seekers. Occasionally they make 
speeches, calling attention to the great- 
ness of our country and enlarging on ‘‘ the 
rights of the people.’ I say almost in- 
variably they do this. The man who will 
do something for the people after election 
besides talk seems to always “ get left.’’ 

Glance over the country and see what 
the ‘‘reform’’ Mayors, Socialist Mayors, 
and workingmen’s Mayors are doing for 
the people. Take Mayor Jones of Toledo, 
Ohio—a Socialist, a man who believes that 
the golden rule should be the rule of every- 
day life. What has he done? Nothing. 
There are two Socialist Mayors in Mas- 
sachusetts who say ‘There is no _ use, 
workingmen; we must all become Socialists 
before we can do anything.”” There are 


workingmen’s Mayors in Bridgeport, An- 
sonia, and San Francisco who are waiting 
for something to turn up. In New York 
we have Seth Low, who, besides attending 
banquets, is lying awake hights trying to 
solve the vexatious Sunday beer question. 
But there is one grand exception, how- 
ever, and that is in Mayor Johnson of 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

Mayor Johnson, immediately on taking 
office, worked a great benefit to the people 
of Cleveland by stopping the robbery of 
a valuable franchise. Then he set hot foot 
after the tax-dodging corporations, and 
succeeded in adding $3,000,000 to the city’s 
tax lists, and when the law interfered 
with just taxation he started after the 
law, working for its repeal. Further, he 
promised the people of Cleveland 3-cent 
fares, and, lo and behold! within the next 
six months that promise will be fulfilled. 
All this hag been accomplished du the 


last ten months, and, judging by his present 
activity, he has only begun. Just think of 
{t! This has been done for the people! 

I am told when anything goes wrong in 
Cleveland people complain direct to the 
Mayor, with immediate effect. This is, In 
short, the only Mayor in the country to- 
day who seems to be doing, and not merely 
talking. In our own city, a Mayor like 
Johnson is what we need, not a man who 
will go into spasms over the workingman’s 
Sunday beer. By the way, the workingman 
cares as much about the Sunday beer ques- 
tion as he does about what brand of cigar- 
ettes Jerome smokes. Rather a man who, 
like Johnson, goes after the real question— 
taxation.

TRIALS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Trials of important. criminal cases before 
juries would seem to admit of improve- 
ments in the way of saving of time that are 
apparent in nearly every other sphere. To- 
day the thought is to discharge a task 
with celerity, yet with thoroughness. In 
commercial and financial circles proposi- 
tions must be presented with clearness and 
with the utmost brevity. In the pulpit 
we have the fifteen-minute sermon, in- 
stead of the sermon of ten times that 
length of forty years ago. Even in novel 
writing there is the disposition to present ! 
the story entirely free from padding... A 
novel almost businesslike in its literary 
treatment, ‘‘ Monsieur Beaucaire,” is a 
case in point. 

In civil cases before the courts the busi- 
nesslike trenchant mode obtains, and with 
Generally satisfactory results. Why in 
the procedure of the allegation of crime, 
and of the defense of the accused, there 
should be the necessity for seeming 
woeful waste of time is not apparent to the 
lay mind. The rights of the accused, it is 
true, must be fully conserved—justice must 
be done, and the result most carefully ar- 
rived at. rhe law, in its application to, say, 
murder, knows not the person of the vic- 
tim, nor the person of the murderer. The 
law applies to the crime in itself. There- 
fore, if a murder is committed in the 
slums, and another murder is committed 
in an aristocratic portion of the city, the 
accused in either case is on trial on the 
charge of murder pure and simple. 

To-day the importance of the victim's 
former social position and wealth makes it 
seem that a compound of murder had been 
committed on his person. And as to the 
accused, if he is a man of birth, education, 
and address the enormity of the charge of 
murder against him seems greater than in 
the case of the ne’er-do-well charged with 
the same sort of crime. These extraneous 
phases are largely responsible for long 
drawn-out trials, which are tiresome to 
the public, wearying to the Judge, and of 
paintul tedium to the jurors. Our sister 
Commonwealth on the west of us under- 
Stands very well the business of dispatch 
in criminal cases. The prosecution and de- 
fense are conducted on common-sense 
lines The jury, in general being drawn 
from the business and artisan classes, it is 
imperative that cases be prosecuted and 
defended in a purely common-sense man- 
ner. 

In cross-examination, for instance, the 
opposing side objects; objection sustained. 
Ergo, gentlemen of the jury, what you've 
seen you've not seen. Objection overruled. 
Ergo, gentlemen of the jury, what you've 
seen you've seen. To expect twelve men 
of ordinary intelligence not to be influenced 
or prejudiced by this sort of procedure is 
absurd 

In important trials the accused may have 
been a year in prison before his case was 
tried. During this time was there not 
opportunity for the prosecutor to prepare 
his case, and for the attorney for the ac- 
cused to prepare his defense, so when 
the time for trial comes the proceedings 
on both sides can be expeditiously con- 
ducted? This is only just to the public, 
the Judge, and the jury. 

I venture to predict that the time will 
soon come when not more than a week wilil 
be allowed in the conduct of a criminal 
case, no matter how important it may 
be. In cases where the evidence is purely 
or largely circumstantial one can under- 
stand the reason for a mighty array of 
witnesses by the prosecution and its 
‘‘aids"’ in the persons of innumerable ex- 
perts of all sorts, but this very thing often 
defeats the end it is meant to serve in 
practically abrogating the right of the ac- 
cused to the benefit of every reasonable 
doubt. This aspect is also responsible for 
the tremendous expense and the almost 
wanton waste of time involved in large 
criminal cases. é. X wD

THE PRESS OF AMERICA 


W. A. M. Goode in The Empire Re- 
view Answers an Attack on It. 


Its Power, Describes Its 


Methods of Getting Foreign News, 


Speaks of 


and Praises Associated 


Press’s Fairness. 


In the February number of The Empire 
Review W. A. M. article, ‘** The 
Press of America. A Defense and an Exe 
position,”’ deals with what terms the 
broad issue raised in criticism of the 
American press in an article in the De 
cember number of The Empire Review. 
Mr. Goode aimed at throwing some new and 
perhaps important light upon a_ subject 
which he holds vitally concerns the friend- 
ship of the two great English-speaking 
people. 

Mr. Goode contends that no press of any 
country attains to that supreme poten- 
tiality over popular opinion which has been 
achieved by the press of America. Had the 
entire American animus against 
England the present amicable relation bee 
tween these nations would, he maintained, 
be impossible of continuance. The publie 
pulse of America to press suge- 
gestion and agitation, he claims, in a way 
that is apparently quite foreign to English 
character. Of the moulding of American 
public opinion by its press, Mr. Goode says 
that in the main public feeling has been in- 
fluenced in the right direction by its 
methods, however questioned they may. be. 
Two thousand daily papers are published 
in the United States, and Mr. lays 
emphasis on his claim that they have un- 
usual scope good and that 
Anglo-American friendship could not con- 
tinue if the bulk of news sent from Eng- 
land to America was pregnated or even 
tainted with Anglophobe spirit. 

The article finds in the fact that about 
all the news of England which appears in 
American newspapers is cabled to them 
by one organization, The Associated Press, 
a concrete explanation which has an all- 
important bearing on the subject. Mr. 
Goode in describing the vast plan and scope 
of The Associated Press says that it is 
controlled absolutely by the American 
papers themselves, not a profit-making 
concern, has no politics, no creed, and in 
its work is the incarnation of anonymity. 
Mr. Goode goes on to say: 

The reader will have already observed, in a 
general way, the marked difference existing be- 
tween the method of conveying English news to 
America and that of sending American news to 
England, with the accompanying difference in 
effect. How great these disproportions are is 
known only to a few, and the lesson they teach 
is striking. It may be stated without fear of 
contradiction, that for every line of American 
news printed in the London papers there is al- 
most a column of Inglish news printed in 
America In other words, the American papers 
ga to great expense and immense pains to keep 
their readers au fait with all the happenings of 
England, while the Londdén dailies pay but scant 
attention to American Only two Lon- 
don papers maintain correspondents in Washe 
ington 
Not once, but many times, the American papets 
have contained cable accounts of international, 
political, social. or religious events in England, 
which have been longer and more comprehensive 
than the reports of the same occurrences as pub- 
lished in the London papers themselves. This Is 
not intended as an indictment of the English 
press, but merely to illustrate the energy of the 
American correspondent. And in the exercise of 
that energy he naturally runs foul of many pit- 
falls, which never yawn for the man without 
initiative, or for the press than only encourages 
the mutual study of one English-speaking nation 
by the other throigh the medium of delightfully 
academic editorials. 

There is not the least doubt in the world that 
owing to the provincialism and immature criti- 
cism of some American correspondents, wrong 
impressions of England have obtained in_ the 
United States, but these have generally been 
obliterated or atoned for by the subsequent ex- 
perience of the perpetrator; moreover, and this fs 
a very serious matter, these misstatements or 
exaggerations were, and are, often direetly due 
to the fact that those in a position to give the, 
correspondent correct information utterly refuse 
to do so. , 

The article arraigns the Government of- 
ficial as a class, with exceptions, as a no- 
torious offender in this respect, and says 
that the correspondents have been s0 
brusquely treated as to excuse the venting 
of their indignation against the English 
Government, had they small enough 
to retaliate in this way. The Associated 
Press, for instance, has no privileges in the 
Press Gallery and the lobby of the House of 
Commons. This is a phase that never oc- 
curs at Paris, Berlin, or St. Petersburg. 
Mr. Goode adds: 

I am perfectly aware that an indictment of 
strikingly anti-English tendencies might be drawn 
up by some careful searcher of the American 
press. In this, however, he would have to rely 
to no little extent upon headlines and editorials, 
And it must be remembered that, from the press 
of England itself, such a self-depreciatory docu- 
ment might easily be prepared by examination 
of the files of the last two years. In this 
‘*dossier’’ the so-called ‘‘ pro-Boer'’ papers 
would by no means be th> sole sources of supply. 
for there have appeared in such papers as The 
Times, Standard, and Morning Post denuncifa- 
tions of Government methods and national de- 
ficiencies quite as severe and striking as any 
that could have been cabled by an American cor- 
respondent. 

Some of the London newspapers contain 
abuse of England which would fill the soul 
of the most rabid American Anglophobe 
with unadulterated joy. and Mr. Goode ex- 
presses doubt if American papers in the last 
two years would reveal any more scathing- 
ly anti-English articles than could be im- 
mediately equaled or capped by extracts 
from papers published in London. Criticism 
and abuse form far more interesting read- 
ing the world over than does the obvious 
praise or self-complacency that naturally 
takes such a large part in the amenities 
and commonplaces of every day individual, 
political, and international life. Mr. Goode 
adds:

morality, I venture to sya that careful perusal 
of the leading papers of America will convince 
any unprejudiced person that they are seldom 
taken advantage of unfairly During the year 
the Associated Press cables to America many 
columns of excerpts from the editorials of the 
English press, yet out of these I think it would 
be hard to find one that was not faily repre- 
sentative, and, while naturally giving the ex- 
treme views of Government and opposition, bal- 
anced with a nice sense of fairness which is the 
nearest human approwch to impartiality. 

Mr. Goode contends that such interesting 
and enticing temptations are seldom taken 
advantage of unfairly. In the matter of re- 
vorting news events he suggests that as 
fone. readable, and fair accounts of the 
Diamond Jubilee appeared in the papers of 
New York as in London papers, and of the 
ceremonies attending the funeral of Queen 
Victoria the same may be said. In regard 
to the reporting of the Henley races for 
America in 1895, referred to in the article 
which prompted that of Mr. Goode, The As- 
sociated Press had at Henley a larger staff 
than that of any London paper, and the 
man who wrote the main account was an 
old Oxford “ blue,”’ who probably knows as 
much about rowing as any man in the coun- 
try. The article concludes: 

That care is taken to avoid all trifling errors, 
exaggeration, or isolated instances of ant!-Eng- 
lish bitternesS can be judged only by detailed 
statement of the methods employed. The Ange 
sociated Press maintains in London alone an of- 
fice and staff which probably entails an ex- 
pense equal to that of several of the London 
papers. Its employes are variously English or 
American, who have had wide experience. Then, 
too, the special correspondents in London, whose 
words carry any weight, are cultured men, 
whose lives have led them into many countries, 
Searcely without exception they have an affec- 
tion for England and an accurate knowledge of 
its customs. In short, the men who gather the 
news in Engiand and send it to America form a 
elass which scarcely has its comparison in Eng- 
lish journalism. Every system, however care- 
fully fostered, has ,of course, its weak adherents 
and its faults, but in view of the pains with 
which American newspapers certainly endeavor 
to gain a truthful and comprehensive account 
of the daily life of England, it seems only fair 
to point out that their correspondents, if only 
from a negative point of view, must have done 
much to promote the friendship of England and 
America. 

In such hands, says Mr. Goode, to a great 
extent lies the strengthening of those 
threads of unity, still slender and senti-

Testimony was adduced 
to show that in the past week $1,900,000 
changed hands in real estate deals in the 
immediate vicinity, owing largely to the 
fact that a great building was to be put up 
there by Pabst, and also a big amusement

The Rev. A. P. Doyle appeared for the 
church people. He conceded 1 Mr. Wilson's 
good character so far as he knew him. He 
said that the Paulists were not opposed to 
a legitimate theatrical enterprise as a 
neighbor, as they considered proper thea- 
tres public educators, but he expressed the 
belief that the proposed venture would de- 
generate into a common vaudeville show 
place, as the neighborhood could not sup- 
port a_ high-class place of amusement.

THE LIVERPOOL BANK FRAUDS. 


Accused Bookkeeper Testifies for the 
Crown—He Lost £30,000 in a Week. 
LONDON, Feb. 18.—When the trial of 

the men accused in connection with the 

Bank of Liverpool frauds was resumed to- 

day, Thomas P. Goudie, the accused book- 

keeper of the bank, was placed on the 
stand as a witness for the crown. 

Goudie said James Mances, a bookmaker, 
who is said to have been connected with 
the robberies, introduced himself to him 
(Goudie) as an American, acquainted with 
American jockeys, and hence in a position 
spot’’ winners. The introduction was 
followed by bets, whereby Marks & Co. 


won £30,000 in the first week. Goudie ex- 
ylained that fears of exposure rendered 

im an easy victim of Mances’s wiles. 

Inspector Froest of the Criminal Investi- 
gation Department testified to his acquaint- 
ance wit Lawrie, Marks, and Mances. 
The latter, he said, was an Englishman, 
who had long lived in the United States. 
Froest met the Boulogne boat, after the 
receipt of a telegram from Marks saying 
he was coming over from France on her, 
but Marks was not on board. 

The Inspector searched the property 
which Mances left behind, and found a 
card sharper's outlay, nine card-marking 
instruments, and an instrument for signal- 
ing under the carpet of a room.

_A Premier has not heretofore held a seat 
in the Rigsdag, and the new departure is 
regarded as important.

LONDON, Feb. 19.—The Moscow corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says that Count 
Tolstof has suffered a relapse, that his 
fever has réturned, and that his heart ‘s 
weak. 

Cavaignac-Renouit Duel Bloodless. 

PARIS, Feb. 18.—M. Cavaignac, ex-War 
Minister, and M. Renoult fought a Juel 
this morning. Two shots were exchanged 
without any result. 


COL. FRANCIS J. TURNER DEAD. 


He Was a Noted Boer Scout and a Na- 


tive of Brooklyn. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 18.—A cablegram 
was received here to-day announcing the 
death at Charing Cross Hotel, London, of 
Col. Francis J. Turner, a noted Boer scout 
and a native of Brooklyn. He was a civil, 
mining, and mechanical engineer, and had 
large interests in South Africa. 

John O. Knight of Chicago went as his 
only associate in the daring feat of blow- 
ing up the railway bridges between the 
British front and the Boer rear when the 
British captured Blomfontein. This halt- 
ed the British two months and gave the 
Boers a chance to reform lines and plans. 
Turner also led some of the most daring 
raids of the war, and was severely wound- 
ed in the battle of Colenso, 


Died at African Mission Post. 
Special to The New York Times. 
PLAINFIELD, Feb. 18.—Word was re- 
ceived here to-day of the death of Miss 
Rachel Mair, missionary for the Presby- 
terian Church in Liberia, Africa, of African 
fever. She had recently returned to the 
mission station from a visit in Plainfield 
after five years’ service in Africa. She 


was about sixty years old, and was a 
former teacher in the Plainfield schools 
before entering mission work. She leaves 
her mother, two sisters, and four brothers 
living in this city. 


Died at 103 and Was Never Sick. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Feb. 18.—James 
Alexander, aged 103 years, died here to-day. 
He was never ill until two weeks ago, when 
he fell on an icy pavement, dislocating a 


shoulder and breaking an arm. He sad- 
died the horse his father rode to enlist 
in the war of 1812. At the outbreak of the 
civil war Alexander went to enlist in the 
Union army, but he was refused an account 


of old age. 
TRANSFER OF LIBERTY STATUE. 


War Department Will Succeed Light- 
house Board in Control. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—By direction of 
the President, the care and control of the 
Statue of Liberty on Bedloe’s Island, N. 
Y., has been transferred from the Light- 
house Board, under the jurisdiction of the 
Treasury Department, to the War Depart- 
ment. The transfer, will take effect March 


1, when the beacon light will be discon- 
tinued. 

The Secretary of War to-day sent in- 
structions to Gen, Brooke, commanding the 
Department of the East, to designate an 
officer of his command to whom the Treas- 
ury Department could turn over the statue 
and adjacent land. 


Railroad Men Promise Gifts to Charity.

CHICAGO, Feb. 18—When President 
Stuyvesant Fish of the Illinois Central 
Railroad arrives in Chicago this week, it 
is likely he will open, his purse and make 
a liberal gift to the fund for the establish- 
ment of a rural home for boys. Informa- 
tion to this effect came over the long-dis- 


tance telephone from Boston to-day. Simi- 
lar encouragement has been received from 
the officials of other railroads entering 
Chicago. 


To Lecture on Ireland. 

The Rev. J. O'Donovan, who is prominent 
in the new Celtic social_and literary move- 
ment in Ireland, is at thé Waldorf-Astoria. 
Father O’Donovan’s purpose in coming io 
this country is to lecture in aid of the 
fund which is being raised for the building 
of an Irish Cathedral. He wi!l give a 


course of three lectures on “The Rebirth 
of a Nation,”’ the first of which, “‘ The Lit- 
erary Movement in Ireland,”’ will be de- 
livered at the Waldorf-Astoria on the even- 
ing of Monday, Feb. 24.

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FATAL RIOTING AT BARCELONA. 


’ 
Strikers Burn Octroi Office and Con- 
vent in a Suburb—The Men Later 
Agree to Return to Work. 

BARCELONA, Feb. 18.—Rioting was re- 
newed here this evening, and crowds of 
strikers paraded the streets, doing exten- 
sive damage. The troops charged them 
repeatedly, but only succeeded in dispers- 
ing the rioters when they opened fire. The 
strikers then assembled in large numbers 
in the outskirts of the city. It is feared 
that they meditate an attack upon the 
factories. Troops have proceeded to the fac- 
tories to be in readiness for an emergency. 

Rioters to-day attacked a prison van 
and attempted to :elease a number of 
strikers who had been made prisoners. A 
Striker fired on the guard, who, in reply, 
shot and killed the man. 

A large lumber vard has been burned by 
incendiaries, and several stores have been 
pillaged. 

A serious collision between the troops 
and the strikers occurred to-day at San 
Martin, a suburban village. There the 
troops fired on the mob, killing three and 
wounding six. At Badalena the mob at- 
tacked the gendarmes and cavalry who 
were protecting the street car. service, 
and a serious mélée followed, in which one 
person was killed and three were wounded. 

At Sabadell, also in the suburbs, the 
strikers burned the octroi tax office and a 
convent. Troops have been sent to Saba- 
dell and other places. 

The new Prefect presided to-night at a 
conference of delegates of the strikers and 
the employers, at which it was agreed that 
work should be resumed pending the ad- 
justment of the claims of the strikers by a 
mixed commission. 

Three persons were killed and thirty-five 
wounded in yesterday's collision between 
the strikers and troops. 


MADRID, Feb. 18.—The strike movement 
threatens to involve the whole of the 
Province of Catalonia. ‘the strict censor- 
ship maintained makes it difficult to get 
accurate news of what is occurring. 

_ Both houses passed a bill to-day suspend- 
ing the constitutional guarantees in the sub- 
Province of Barcelona. 


GRATITUDE OF THE BOERS. 


They Thank Americans for Sympathy 
and Ask for a Peace Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Representative 
Cochran of Missouri two weeks ago intro- 
duced a resolution inviting Paul Kruger to 
visit the United States as the guest of this 
country, Yesterday Mr. Cochran received 
a letter signed by three members of the 
Boer delegation quartered at Brussels 
thanking him and all who are supporting 
his efforts for the noble interest they are 
taking in the two Boer republics. The let- 
ter in closing appeals to “‘ heroic and gen- 
erous America,’’ to intervene in behalf of 
the Boers, and says: 

“Since England will not permit friendly 
intervention, invite her to a congress of the 
nations and see whether such a congress 
called in the interest of peace will be ig- 
nored England would not dare to refuse 
to attend such a congress if called by the 
United States and participated in by four 
or five of the great republics."’ 


PRAISES THE REFUGEE CAMPS. 


Bishop Hartzell Thinks They Will Have 
a Good Influence on the Boers. 
LONDON, Feb. 19.—The Daily Chronicle, 
in a letter from Cape Town, gives the 
opinions of Dr. Joseph C. Hartzell of Cin- 
cinnati, Missionary Bishop of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church in Africa, concerning 

the refugee camps. 

Bishop Hartzell thinks that the formation 
of these camps was a wise military move, 
and that they are likely to prove a more 
providential factor in the future settlement 
than was ever dreamed of, through their 
powerful influence on the education of the 
Boers in hygienic laws, truer views of so- 
cial life, &c. 


APPEAL TO MR. ROOSEVELT. 


Belgians Ask Him to Intervene to Save 
Kruitzinger and Others. 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 18.—The Belgian League 
for the Rights of Man has addressed an ap- 


peal to President Roosevelt, asking him 
“for the love of God"’ to intervene to pre- 
vent the possible execution of the Boor 


‘Commandant Kruitzinger and others. 


The British Remount Scandal. 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—The War Secretary, 
the Right Hon. W. St. John Brodrick, re- 
plying to a question in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday regarding the remount 
scandals, announced that Major Gen. Tru- 
man, Inspector General of the Remount 
Establishment, had, on the suggestion of 
Lord Roberts, the Commander in Chief, 
sent in his provisional resignation. He 
would, however, be allowed to retain his 
post, pending the decision of the court of 
inquiry appointed to examine the charges 
against his department. 


THE SHEMAKHA EARTHQUAKE. 


Eight Hundred Bodies Recovered—Rus- 
sian Treasury Provides Relief 


for the Destitute. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 18.—The bodies 
of 800 victims of the earthquake at 


Shemakha, Transcaucasia, have thus far 


been recovered, 

The Treasury has given 50,000 rubles 
($25,750) for the relief of the destitute. 

In the villages surrounding Shemakha 
twenty-seven persons were killed. 


He Served from 1837 to 1886 in the Brit- 
ish Army in India. 


LONDON, Feb. 18.—Field Marshal 
Neville Bowles Chamberlain is dead. 


Sir Neville Chamberlain was born in 1820 
in Brazil, where his father was Consul Gen- 
eral, and when seventeen years old was ap- 
pointed an officer in the Indian Army. 
Soon afterward he served with distinction 
in Afghanistan, where he was twice wound- 
ed. In 1842 he was attached to the Govern- 
or General’s body guard, and four years 
later became Military Secretary to the 
Governor of Bombay. Until the outbreak 
of the mutiny he was in command, of a 
body of irregular troops, and when Col. 
Chester was killed before Delhi, he succeed. 
ed to the post of Adjutant General of the 
Bengal Army. Shortly after this he was 
severely wounded, and, as a reward for his 
services during the mutiny, he was made a 
Commander of the Bath and an aide de 
camp to Queen Victoria. 

In, his subsequent campaigns, chiefly 
against the hill tribes, Sir Neville saw 
much service, and was wounded, it fs said, 
more frequently than any other officer in 
the army. He was knighted in 1868, and for 
distinguished service in 1864 he was made a 
Major Genéral. In 1872 he was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant General. Subse- 
quently he became a member of the Coun- 
cil of the Governor of Madras, and in 1875 
Commandeér in Chief of the Madras Army. 
He became a General in 1877. He was head 
of the unsuccessful mission to the Ameer of 
Afghanistan in 1878, and afterward, until 
his retirement, a member of the Council of 
the Governor Genera! of India. Since 1886, 
when he retired, he had been living near 
Southampton.

BRITISH GUNNERY EXPERIMENTS. 


The Belleisle Again a Target—Six-Inch 
Armor Withstands Shells. 


LONDON, Feb. 18.—Gunnery experiments 
with the target ship Belleisle were conduct- 


ed off Portsmouth to-day. 

One side of the Belelisle was armored to 
represent vessels of the Drake class, while 
the other side was armored as are vessels of 
the Kent class. The gunboats Pincher and 
Comet directed the fire of their six and nine 
inch guns, with lyddite shells, at 1,200 
yards, against the target. The six-inch 
armor of the Belleisle withstood the lyddite 
and the armor-piercing shells from the 
gunboats, but the four-inch armor belt was 
shattered. 

The Belleisie was hastily towed to Ports- 
mouth to prevent her from sinking.

CHARLES L. TIFFANY DEAD 


Head of Famous Jewelry House 
Passes Away. 


He Celebrated the Ninetieth Anniver 
sary of His Birth Last Satur. 
day—Story of His Life and 
Business Career. 


Charles Lewis Tiffany, the founder of the 
New York, London, Geneva, and Paris 
houses of Tiffany & Co., who was ninety 
years old last Saturday, died yesterday, at 
255 Madison Avenue. 

At his country home, Tiffany Park, Irv- 
ington-on-the-Hudson, on Oct. 6 last Mr. 
Tiffany attempted to put a log on the fire 
in his library instead of calling a servant 
to do it. He lost his balance and injured 
his hip. He never entirely rallied from 
the hurt and shock, and was early in No- 
vember brought to this city on a special 
train. Last week he was seized with pneu- 
monia, and was attended by Drs. E. G. 
Janeway, Joseph D. Bryant, and Theodore 
Cc. Janeway, but his enfeebled constitution 
did not respond to treatment, and he 
passed away at a few minutes after 3 
o'clock yesterday morning. With him were 
his sons Lewis Comfort Tiffany and Bur- 
nett Y. Tiffany and his daughters, Mrs. 
Alfred Mitchell and Miss Louise Harriet 
Tiffany. Funeral services will be at the 
Madison Square Presbyterian Church to- 
morrow. The Rey. C. H. Parkhurst will 


officiate. Burial will be in the Tiffany 
plot in Greenwood Cemetery. 

Mr. Tiffany was born at Killingly, Conn. 
His father was Comfort Tiffany, a manu- 
facturer of cotton goods, and his mother 
was Chloe Draper. Five generations of the 
Tiffany family had lived at Attleborough, 
Mass. Young Tiffany was educated in the 
public schools and the Plainfield Academy. 
One of his schoolmates was John B. Young, 
whose sister, Harriet C. Young, he mar- 
ried in 1841, she dying in’ November, 1897. 
Young came to New York and found em- 
ployment in a stationery and fancy goods 
store. In September, 1837, at Young’s so- 
licitation, Tiffany, who had been keeping 
a country store, came to this city, and the 
young men had planned to go into busi- 
ness together. Sept. 18,. 1837, with $1,000 
advanced by Comfort Tiffany, under the 
style of Tiffany & Young they opened a 
stationery and fancy goods store at 259 
Broadway. 

The site was then regarded as too far up 
town, but they prospered and had sold more 
than $675 worth of goods over the counter 
on the ensuing Dec. 31. The business of the 
young partners branched out rapidly. 
Their first misfortune was in_ 1840, 
when their store was sacked by burglars, 
but in 1841 J. I. Ellis was added to the 
firm. When in 1847 the store was moved 
to 271 Broadway the firm had the lead as 
retail jewelers and were soon manufactur- 
ing gold and silver smiths and importers of 
jewelry and gems. Mr. Ellis retired in 
1851, and avas succeeded by G. F. T. Reed, 
the style of the firming changing to the 
present one. In 1854 the store was at 550 
Broadway. During the civil war Mr. Tif- 
fany’s patriotism was conspicuous, Ground 
was broken for the site of the present store 


in 1867 at Fifteenth Street and Broadway, - 


adjoining the Spingler House. It was 
opened in 1870. 

As a business man Mr. Tiffany was hon- 
ored by many foreign Governments. France 
created him a Chevalier of the Legion 
d’Honneur in 1878, and the Czar of Russia 
conferred on him the medal Praemio Digho. 
He received letters of appointment from 
Queen Victoria, the Czar and Czarina of 
Russia, the Emperors of Austria, Ger- 
many, and Brazil, the present King of Eng- 
land, the Kings of Belgium, Greece, Spain, 
Italy, Denmark, and Portugal, the Shah of 
Persia, and the Khédive of Egypt. The 
firm of Tiffany & Co. up to the time of Mr. 
Tiffany's death consisted of C. L. Tiffany, 
President and Treasurer; C. T. Cook, Vice 
President and Assistant Treasurer; Pauld- 
ing Farnham, Secretary; Trustees—C. L. 
Tiffany, L. C. Tiffany, John C. Moore, 
Cc. T. Cook, Paulding Farnham, Alfred 
Mitchell, Gustav B. ‘Berckmans, and G. F. 
Kunz, and Paris manager, C. M. Moore. 
The capitalization of the corporation is 
$2,400,000. Mr. Tiffany was always in close 
touch not only with the business staff of 
his house but with his workmen, who num- 
bered over 1,000. Of recent years one of the 
features of his birthday celebration was 
the sending to him by them of a testimonial 
of affectionate regard. With a gold loving 
cup sent him last Saturday was this en- 
graved on parchment: 

Charles L. Tiffany, Feb. 15, 1902.: On this, the 
ninetieth anniversary of your birth, we, your 
essociates and employes, tender to you our hearty 
expressions of affection and esteem, with hopes 
that you may long be spared in the full gnjoy- 
ment of health and of that happiness which the 
memory of your long and useful activity and your 
general helpfulness to so many must give you. 
May your remaining years be blessed and filled 
with the ‘‘ Peace which passeth all understand- 
ing.”* 

In domesticity Mr. Tiffany was conspic- 
uous by his love of home life, artistic sur- 
roundings, and devotion to his family. The 
celebration of his golden wedding on Nov. 
80, 1891, is yet_remembered yc Mee who 
attended it. Socially, Mr. iffany had 
many ties. He was a member of the Union, 
Union League, New York City, and New 
York Yacht Clubs, and of the Chamber of 
Commerce, was one of the founders of the 
New York Society of Fine Arts, a patron 
of the Metropolitan Museum of rt, a 
Trustee of the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History, and a life member of the 
New England Society, the National Acad- 
emy of Design. the New York Historical 
Society, and the American Geographical 
Society. His large wealth gave him great 
opportunities for charitable acts, which he 
never neglected. One of his closest #sso- 
ciates said of him: “His philanthropy 
was aS great as it was unostentatious, but 
he never let his right hand know what his 
left hand did."’ Recently the Chamber of 
Commerce accepted a portrait of Mr. Tif- 
fany painted by W. M. Chase. It will hang 
in the artist’s studio until the new Cham- 
ber’s portrait gallery is completed. 

Many messages of condolence were re- 
ceived at the Madison Avenue mansion 
vesterday. One from the Paris house or- 
dering a floral testimonial of regard came 


to the Union Square offices. 


REV. DR. NEWMAN HALL DEAD. 


LONDON, Feb. 18.—The Rev. Dr. New- 
man Hall, ex-Chairman of the Congrega- 
tional Union, who had been ill for some 
time past, died at 9:30 o’clock this morn- 


ing. 


The Rev. Dr. Newman Hall, the most 
eminent ‘of the English Congregationalist 
clergy, was, on account of his prominence 
as an author and preacher, and his inti- 
macy with such men as John Bright, Dean 
Stanley, Cobden, Gladstone, and Spurgeon, 


a notable figure in English life. In_ this 
country he is best known_as having cham- 
pioned the cause of the Union at the time 
of the civil war, and by reason of an exten- 
sive tour which he made _ through the 
Northern States in 1867 with the express 
purpose of allaying the popular bitterness 
against Great Britain. 

Dr. Hall was born at Maidstone, Kent, 
in 1816, being the fourth son of John Vine 
Hall. He was educated at Totteridge and 
Highbury College, and in 1841 was graduat- 
ed a Bachelor or Arts from London Uni- 
versity. Winning the Law scholarship. From 
the next year until 1854 he was minister of 
the Albion ae Church, Hull, 
where he established a reputation as a 
speaker, In 1855 he was called to Lon- 
don to sueceed the Rev. James Sherman 
as pastor of the Survey Chapel in the 
Blackfriars Road, It was during his pas- 
torate there that he began to attract atten- 
tion by the vigor and independence of his 
work. He was among the earliest advocates 
of total abstinence in England, a dépre- 
eator of the fears aroused by the Roman 
Catholic ss in 1850, and, against 
the prevailing sentiment of his country- 
men, a faithful friend of the North during 
the civil war. 

In his American tour Dr. Hall preached 
before Congress, and as a memorial of the 
visit there was built as an addition to his 
new church, in London, a tower 220 feet 
high, named after Abraham Lincoln, the 
LinecoiIn Tower. The cost. which was 
£60,000, was defrayed by subscriptions in 
England and America. Christ Church, 
which was built for Dr. Hall by his con- 

regation and friends, and of which the 

Ancoln Tower is a part, is among the 
most noteworthy of the London churches. 
It is situated in Westminster Bridge Road; 
its architecture is thirteenth century Goth- 
ie, and it has as one of its features an 
alabaster pulpit of great beauty. 

Dr. Hall's robustness up to a short time 
ago, notwithstanding his great age, was 
remarkable. He made many mountaineer- 
ing trips, and in his travels amused him- 
seit by sketching in water colors. 

His written works aré chiefly devotional 
treatises, one of which, ‘‘ Come to Jesus,”’ 
was printed in twenty languages, and at- 
tained a circulation of 3.000.000 copies. He 
wrote, also, a memoir of Rowland Hill, an 
account Of a visit to Rome and stories of 
his travels, and edited his father’s auto- 


biography. 
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ARTIST BIERSTADT DEAD 


Famous Landscape Painter Was 
Seventy-one Years Old. 


He Introduced the Dusseldorfian Man- 
ner Here—Products of His Brush 
Owned by Many Art Lovers. 


Albert Bierstadt, one of the foremost 
landscape painters in this country, died yes- 
terday at his home, 322 Fifth Avenue, in 
the seventy-second year of his age. He 
was born near Dusseldorf, Germany, and 
when only a year old was brought by his 
parents to New Bedford, Mass., where his 
youth was spent. He began to paint in oils 


when twenty years old, and four years 
later returned to his native town in Ger- 
many, where he studied for some years un- 
der Lessing, and afterward at Rome. 

In 1859 he returned to the United States 
and showed the fruits of his schooling 
under Lessing by introducing into this 
country what is known as the Dusseldorfian 
manner of landscape. In tours in the West 
and in the Rocky Mountains he gathered 
material for important pictures, and in sub- 
sequent visits to Europe, in 1867, 187», 
1884, and 1885, he collected material for Al- 
pine and Italian subjects, the most import- 
ant of which is his *‘ Storm of the Matter- 
horn.”’ Other important works are ‘“ The 
Discovery of the Hudson River,’’ and its 
companion, ‘‘ The Settlement of California 
by the Spanish Priest, Father Juniporo Ser- 
ra,’’ which are in the Capitol at Waghing- 
ton. ‘‘ Lander’s Peak” and ‘‘ Mount Rosa- 
He’’ are in London, and “ Estes Park ”’ is 
owned by the Earl of Dunraven. 

The three pictures, ‘“‘ Lander’s Peak,” 
owned by James McHenry, London; ‘‘Mount 
Rosalie,"” owned by T. W. Kennard, Lon- 
don, and ‘‘ Estes Park,’’ together with a 
large canvas, ‘*‘ After a Norther Off the 
Bahamas,”’ were exhibited and attracted 
much attention at the English Cojpnia! Ex- 
hibition of 1886. Several smallér works 
are also in London. ‘ Old Faithful Gey- 
ser’’ is owned by the Sultan of Turkey. 
‘**Mount Whitney,’ a large canvas, was 
purchased by the Minneapolis Art Exhibi- 
tion Committee, and ‘‘ Domes of the Yo- 
semite,’’ which was painted for L. G. Lock- 
wood, at his death was sold to the State 
Gallery of Vermont. In 1882 Mr. Bier- 
stadt’s studio at Irvington, N. Y., contain- 
ing pene valuable paintings, was destroyed 

y fire. 

The great gallery of the Hermitage, in 
St. Petersburg, contains a ‘‘ View on the 
Kern River,’’ and a sunset amon the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains; and a painting 
of a scene among the great trees of Cali- 
fornia is in the Imperial Palace, Berlin. 
Some of Mr. Bierstadt’s works owned in 
this country are: “‘ Valley of the Yosemite,” 
in the James Lenox collection; a ‘‘ Burn- 
ing Ship,” in that of August Belmont; 
‘“‘Laramie Peak,’ in the Academy of Fine 
Arts, Buffalo, and a ‘ Mountain Lake,’’ 
in the Corcoran Gallery, Washington. 

Mr. Bierstadt was the recipient of medals 
from Austria, Germany, Bavaria, and Bel- 

ium. In 1867 he was decorated by the 

rench Emperor with the Cross of the Le- 
ion of Honor; in 186% and 1872 by the 
Czar of Russia with two degrees of the 
Order of St. Stanislaus, and in 1886 with 
the Imperial Order of the Medjidil by the 
Sultan of Turkey. He was a member of 
the National Academy of Design, the Na- 
tional Institute of Arts and Letters, the 
Century Association, the American Geo- 
graphical Society, the Musical Art Society, 
the Union League, Boone and Crockett,

WILLIAM W. VAUGHAN DEAD. 


Suddenly Overcome with Heart Disease 
on a Ferryboat—His Career as Law- 
yer, Court Stenographer, and 
Newspaper Man. 

William Wallace Vaughan, lawyer, court 
stenographer, and newspaper man, died 
suddenly yesterday morning on the ferry- 
boat Bowery Bay, running between Astoria 
and Manhattan. His death is believed to 
have resulted from heart disease. He 


lived at 185 Newtown Avenue, Astoria, and 
was on his way to business when he died. 

Mr. Vaughan was born in Holland Patent, 
near Utica, Oneida County, N. Y., on Jan. 
26, 1833. His early life was spent in teach- 
ing school in the towns adjacent to his 
home. He also studied law at the New 
York State Law School, at Ballston Spa, 
and was a classmate of the late Supreme 
Court Justice Calvin E. Pratt, while Wheel- 
er H. Peckham was a member of the same 
school. 

In 1850 he came to this city and entered 
the office of Fowler & Wells, the phrenolo- 
gists, acting as their stenographer. From 
this position he gradually drifted into news- 
paper work. He was the city editor of the 
old Daily News when it was suppressed 
by the Government authorities at Wash- 
ington during the civil war. The World 
then claimed his services, and sent him to 
the front as war correspondent, in which 
capacity he served with ‘‘ Fred” Watson 
and Edmund Clarence Stedman. 

On his return to this city after the war 
he joined the local staff of The World, 
which at that time consisted of D. G. 
Croly as managing editor, Howell as city 
editor, and George Wakeman, afterward 
a court gtoncerae: er; Capt. Coffin, ‘‘ Fred ”’ 
Creighton, and M. B. Abrahams. With the 
exception of Mr. Abrahams, now a mem- 
ber of THe Times's staff, all these men 
are dead. While on The World Mr. Vaughan 
acted as court reporter and also did gen- 
eral work. In 1872 he succeeded George A. 
Moulton as court reporter of The aily 
Register. He acted in the same capacity for 
its successor, The Law Journal, while he 
at the same time did similar work for The 
Sun and The World. For several years be- 
fore his death Mr. Vaughan prepared the 
‘* Legal Notes’”’ for Tue TImBs. 

With “ Fred’’ Creighton he started gath- 
ering together records of real estate trans- 
fers and other work of a similar character, 
and the work thus begun by them ulti- 
mately led to the beginning of The Real 
Estate Record. 

Mr. Vaughan was the first stenographer 
appointed under the act creating stenog- 
raphers in the District Courts, now the 
Municipal Courts, of this city, and since 
then he acted as stenographer of the Mu- 
nieipal Court of the First District, serving 
under Judges Quinn, Callahan, Norton, 
Mitchell, Lynn, and Finn, the present in- 
cumbent of the office. 

As a lawyer Mr. Vaughan had practiced 
steadily, and he was the attorney of record 
for the Fléischmann estate. He married 
Marion Moulton, sister of George A. and 
daughter of Benjamin Moulton. She died 
some years ago. Mr. Vaughan leaves a son 
and daughter. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Edward Everett Quimby. 
Edward Everett Quimby, who died at his 
residence, Orange, N. J., on Monday, was 
one of the best known and most widely re- 
spected patent experts in this country. He 


was born in Maine seventy-one years since, 
but his family removed to this State when 
he was yet a boy. At avery early age he 
was forced to assume the business of his 
father, and later became the Superintendent 
of the American Screw Company, having 
invented the screw machine employed there- 
in. His helpfulness in drawing up patents 
for his friends—a ae, characteristic 
occupation at any time during his long life 
led him to adot the profession in which he 
soon attained an enviable position, and ul- 
timately the leading position in the United 
States. He was connected at various times 
with the most important patent cases in 
the country, notably those arising from the 
Harvey steel patents, the Bell telephone 
atents, and the Mannesmann tube patents. 
n the last-named matter his specifications 
were regarded by the Patent Office as mod- 
els, ahd were bound and distributed as such. 

Mr. Quimby’s remarkable success in his 
difficult calling was the more noteworthy 
because he never had a collegiate training 
in either scientific or academic studies. But 
the education he received from his father 
was singularly intelligent and adapted to 
the development of keen observation, of 
clear reasoning and accuracy in statement 
and inference. He was a man of at 
natural penetration and vigor of mind, of 
rare soundness and impartiality of judg- 
ment, of untiring energy and application,

Col. Robert Crockett.

“Bob” Crockett, father of ex-Secretary

Crockett, hero of the Alamo, died at his 
home in Stuttgart last night. All State 
offices closed to-day. Col. Crockett was 
seventy years of age. Col. Robert Crockett 
was the son of John W. Crockett, 
the famous pioneer, David Crockett, 
Congressman of the early days of the Re- 
en and was one of the earliest settlers 
n Arkansas. He was a conspicuous figure 
in Democratic State politics, and had 
prominent part in the ‘‘ Baxter-Baker war,”’ 
a State issue, over the question of the elec- 
tion of a Governor, when he sided with the 
State Democracy, the dispute being set- 
tled amicably by the then Presi- 
dent, U. S. Grant, whose inquiry resulted 
in the decision that the Democratic 
didate had been elected. Col. Crockett held 
county and State offices in Arkansas and 
Monroe Counties, but had no desire 
greater political honors. Aside from 
name, his fame was local, though he was 
held in high esteem by the State Democ- 
racy.

John Pickering, Superintendent of the J. 
Hood Wright Hospital for the last thirty 
months, is dead at that institution from 


Bright’s disease. He was seventy years 
old, and a native of London. 
years were spent with his parents 
plantation in British Guiana.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 


In the following list ‘‘ mtg’ stands for mort- 
gage and ‘RS’ for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law, as amended, provides that a 25- 
cent stamp shall be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and is under $3,000. Twenty-five cents addi- 
tional is required for each $500 of consideration 
over $3,000. This ‘‘ consideration ’’ has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gace, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the revenue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Just before the close of business yester- 
day a sharp reaction reduced _ stock 
market quotations generally. Yet all the 
substantial net changes for the day rep- 
resented more advances than declines. 
What the reaction chiefly did was to di- 
minish gains already recorded. The 
pools in the bigger trust stocks were 
more or less willing participants in the 
afternoon setback. Sugar Trust shares 
were under selling pressure all day long, 
so was Amalgamated Copper, and in 
both there were material losses for the 


day. 


One favorable feature of current de- 
velopment shows in the bond market’s 
broadening tendency. Not only are the 
speculative issues showing new activity, 
but there is in evidence an investment 
demand increased much in volume over 
what has been recently shown. On the 
Stock Exchange appears, moreover, only 
a relatively small part of the bond busi- 
ness of Wall Street, banking houses sup- 
plying investment customers without 
having recourse to market transactions. 
And from such bankers, as well as from 
Stock Exchange brokers, comes uniform 
report that the bond issues are in un- 
usual request for the season. One ex- 
planatory theory advanced is that much 
of the buying now represents postponed 
purchases by investors who ordinarily 
make their outlays just after the New 
Year’s disbursement—having been influ- 
enced to delay this year by the hys- 
terical predictions of money market dis- 
turbances with which Wall Street was 
so furiously bombarded throughout De- 
cember and January. 


It is not improbable that we may have 
a resumption of gold exports on a meas- 
urable scale. But no worry is in that. 


COAL STOCKS THE FEATURES. 


The features of yesterday’s market were 
the coal stocks under the lead of the Read- 
ings in point of activity and of Lacka- 
wanna in point of strength. The Reading 
issues, dealt in to the extent of 120,000 
shares, contributed practically one-fifth of 
the entire market transactions, with great- 
est strength showing in the second pre- 
ferred stock, which sold up 1% points to 
the highest pricé on record. Lackawanna 
rose 6 points, closing for a net gain of 2 
Delaware and Hudson advanced 1% points, 
the final figure showing a net gain of % 


while Ontario and Western and the Eries 
were also in demand. 

Several reasons were offered for the high- 
er prices, in addition to the prosperity of 
the coal trade and the belief that as a 
result of conferences recently held the 
Winter schedule of prices will be continued 
in effect until next May. Reading second, 
for instance, rose on the continued talk of 
its retirement in September. A published 
dispatch from Philadelphia was to the ef- 
fect not only that the stock is to be re- 
tired at that time, but that previous to 
that—namely, immediately following the 

ending of the fiscal year in June—a divi- 
dend at the rate of 4 per cent. will be de- 

clared on the issue. This and the other 
Reading shares were further helped by the 
publication of an analysis of the property 
made by The London Statist showing that 
the company is not only earning the full 4 
per cent. dividends on the first and second 
preferred stocks, but could pay, in addi- 
tion, 5 per cent. on the common and have 
a surplus of over $210,000. 

In the case of Lackawanna, the buying 
was said to be in anticipation of the show- 
ing to be made by the annual report, which 
it is now understood will be given out 
toward the close of the week. 

The Eries and Ontario and Western 
shared in the early advance, but reacted 
later on profit taking. 


AMALGAMATED COPPER. 
copper Trust stock, which on Monday 
1ad been comparatively strong, yesterday 
was one of the weakest issues on the list, 
selling off over 2 points. The selling was 
said to be partly for Boston account and 
sartly by a number of room traders) who 
cave. taken a position on the short side. 
The only development during the day 
was the heaviness in the metal abroad. 
Here there was little business done—this, 
it is explained, because of the unsettled 
ecndition of the market. It is said that 
considerable lines of speculative copper, 
beught around 11 cents a pound, and which 
lately have been pressing for sale, have 
been withdrawn trom the market. 


PEOPLE'S GAS. 


In connection with the buying of People's 
Gas yesterday by Flower brokers, it was 
announced from Chicago that the company 
had paid. the increased taxes levied under 
the new law, the constitutionality of which 
is now being tested-in the courts. These 


amount to $376,000, as compared with $195,- 
979 last year. 

Officers of the company here say that, in- 
asmuch as the earnings of the company 
show over 7 per cent. on the stock, the 
story that the 6 per cent. dividend rate will 
not be continued is absurd. The report is 
declared to be put out by Western interesis 
for stock market effect. 


DIAMOND MATCH’S PLANS. 
Interests connected with the Diamond 
Match Company have been im conference in 
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this city during the week considering plans 
looking to the development of the compa- 
ny’s foreign trade, as suggested in Presi- 
dent Barber’s report to stockholders sub- 
mitted at the recent annual meeting. While 
no definite plans have yet been decided 
upon, it is said that steps will be taken to 
secure, if possible, the entire trade of the 
Orient. Not improbably a plant may be 
established in the Philippines. 

The transfer of 100 shares of the common 
stock of the company resulted yesterday 
in an advance of six points in the quota- 
tion. 


AMERICAN SNUFF’S RISE. 

The sharp advances in the shares of 
American Snuff—the common rising 6% 
points and the preferred 1%—were accom- 
panied by reports that the stocks were 
being absorbed by people friendly to the 
Consolidated Tabacco Company, with the 
purpose of eventually turning them over 
to that concern. 


Consolidated Company officials say they 
know nothing of any such purpose. 


SUGAR TRUST STOCK. 

Houses with Washington connections 
were among the heaviest sellers of Sugar 
Trust stock yesterday, this selling resulting 
not only in forcing an abandonment of a 
bull pool campaign started early in the day 
under the lead of a number of professional 
operators, but later in depressin the 
price over two points from the highest. 

The ostensible reason for the selling, as 
conveyed in private dispatches from Wash- 
ington received in Wall Street during the 
day, was that the passage of the bill for 
the repeal of the war taxes, thus reducing 
materially the Government's revenues, 
might militate against favorable legisla- 
tion in respect to Cuba. These dispatches, 
however, were opposed to dispatches re- 
ceived after the close of business to the 
effect that the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee is to begin at once to consider the 
Cuban situation, and that favorable action 
is looked for.

before. Verv few passengers were car- 
ried on the street cars, however, compared 
with other days. Snow was piled about 
everywhere in enormous heaps, and the 
cleaned paths were coated with a slippery 
slush. Pedestrians had considerable diffi- 
culty in making their way through the 
streets, and falls were frequent, but no 
one was reported injured. The greatest ! 
difficulty in street car traffic was experi- 
enced at Fifty-ninth Street and Columbus 
Avenue and at Sixty-fifth Street and Co- 
lumbus Avenue, where the Amsterdam Ave- 
nue cars branch out. Here the snow had 
been practically removed, but the trucks | 
of the cars carried the remnants into the | 
switches and blocked them. 

In Harlem and the Bronx car traffic 
resumed in a sense, but the streets 
almost impassable for the wagons 
trucks, and there was consequently 
business done, 

The various lincs coming into the Grand 
Central Station had managed to straighten 
out pretty well the tangle into which the 
storm had thrown them. Nearly all of the 
trains coming in on suburban lines were } 
reported about on time, and when they 
were late it was said they were delayed 
only a ta minutes 

The New York and New England express 
came in an hour late: the Chicago express 
was half an hour late; the Pittsfield ex- 
press was twenty-seven minutes late, and 
the South Norwalk local and the New 
Haven express were both about fifteen 
minutes late.

The Street Cleaning Department, with a 
tremendous job on its hands, went at the 
task of clearing the streets of snow with 
great energy. There were 4,000 men and 
4,000 carts in use in Manhattan and the } 
Bronx alone vesterday, and_= strenuous 
efforts were being made to augment those 
forces. Commissioner Woodbury said that 
he would have the streets 6f the city 
cleared by Friday night or know the reason 
why. If the task is accomplished in that 
time it will establish a record, aceording 
to officials who have had to do with snow 
removal for years past. The fall of snow 
is regarded in the department as equal to 
twelve inches. The official figure is ten 
inches, but there are more places where it 
is greater than there are where it is less. 

The work done yesterday from 6 A. M. to 
6 P. M. was 66,241 loads of snow delivered 
at the dumps. Of this amount 63,741 loads 
were carried by the contractors’ carts and 
2,500 by those of the department.

A report has been made to Snow Inspect- 
or Clarke that some of the men charged 
with watching the loading of carts did not 
attend to their business on Monday night, 
but were seen in saloons.

LAUNCH FAST IN BIG ICE FLOE. 


Revenue Cutter Vainly Attempts to Cut 
Through to Her in Horse Shoe Bay 


—No One Seen on Board. 

The revenue cutter Manhattan returned 
to her pier at the Battery last night after 
having battled against the wind and pack 
ice in Horseshoe Bay yesterday after- 
noon in a vain attempt to reach a small 
launch that is stuck fast in the ice there. 

The first to see the helpless little vessel 
was Capt. Patterson of the Sandy Hook 
Life Saving Station. Capt. Patterson sent 
a telegram to Capt. Dennett, the Superin- 
tendent of the Life Saving Bureau, at 16 
State Street, who notified Capt. Herring 
of the launch's predicament. This was at 
8 o’clock in the afternoon, and the cutter 
started immediately for the scene. 

When she got past the Narrows she ran 
into a gale that was blowing from the 
northwest. The rough seas kept continual- 
ly boarding the cutter and froze on the 
deck, forming a sheet of ice that covered 
her from stem to stern. When the launch 
was sighted Capt. Herring saw that he 
would have to push through a belt of pack 
ice about 500 feet across, which separated 
the launch from the open sea. He ordered 
the cutter forward with all speed, and with 
terrific force the vessel dashed against the 
ice barrier. < 

‘We backed out and forged ahead time 
and time again,”’ said Capt. Herring, ** but 
it was of no use. I saw that if we persisted 
the cutter would very soon be caught fast 
herself, and so I finally, much against m) 
will, put back for home.

"| VALET JONES ON THE STAND 


Testifies Against Patrick in the 
Rice Murder Trial. 


Tells of Conversation with the Accused 


and of Letters He 


Copied for Him. 


Lawyer 


Valet Charles F. Jones, who has ad- 
mitted that he administered mercury and 
chloroform to his employer, William Marsh 
Rice, at the instigation, he claims, of 
Lawyer Albert T. Patrick, who is now on 
trial charged with Rice’s murder, began 
his testimony against’ Patrick late yester- 
day afternoon, in General Sessions, before 
Recorder Goff. Jones, pale, but calm and 
collected, was called to the stand at 4:37 
o'clock. The foregoing portion of the day’s 
session had been occupied with Lawyer 
Moore’s cross-examination of Handwriting 
Expert Tyrrell. 

Supreme Court Justice Woodward sat on 
the bench with Recorder Goff, and Dr. 
Lyman Abbott was one of the interested 
spectators within the inner rail. An un- 
usually large number of women had suc- 
ceeded in getting into the court room, and 
they craned their necks curiously as Jones, 
closely followed by an officer, walked with 
firm tread to the witness stand. He was 
questioned by Assistant District Attorney 
Osborne. 

Jones began his testimony in clear tones, 
easily heard all over the court room. He 
said that he was born in Harris County, 
Texas, twenty-seven years ago, and lived 
at home on the farm with his parents 
until he went to Galveston to take a posi- 
tion in a flour mill. Subsequently he 
moved to Houston, and became store- 
keeper in the Capitol Hotel. Here he met 
William Marsh Rice, and became his clerk, 


and fifteen days later came to New York 
with him, on May 10, 1897. 

From that time until the day of his 
arrest with Pitrick, on Oct. 4, 1900, on 
suspicion of murdering Rice, he lived with 
the latter at 500 Madison Avenue. His 
duties were principaily clerical, and all of 
Mr. Rice’s tetters were written on the 
typewriter by him. He met Patrick in the 
middle of November, 1899. 
to Rice's apartments and asked to see Mr. 
Rice. Patrick said his name was Smith. 

‘It was in the evening,"’ continued Jones. 

‘Patrick said he was in some business 
—cotton, «I ‘think. 1] told him Mr. Rice had 
gone to bed. We talked about Texas mat- 
ters, and | gave him some Texas papers 
to read. He said he would call again in 
about a week. He did The second visit 
Was about $8 o’clock in the evening, in 
November. Patrick began to talk of the 
litigation of Mrs. Rice's heirs against Mr. 
Rice. I told_him Capt. Baker represented 
Mr. Rice, and that testimony was still be- 
ing taken. Patrick said that all of the 
testimony of interest to Rice had already 
been taken, and that taking any more 
would be merely a form. He said the 
evidence was strongly in favor of the heirs 
represented by O. 'k, Holt, a Texas lawyer.”’ 

Did he declar® his identity before or
